Davy persevered with this formidable pro- |. 
gramme with a determination totally un- 


expected in a young man of such easy- 
going disposition. When his study had 
made him acquainted with the elements 
of physics and chemistry, as they then 
existed, he began to speculate and to 
make experiments for himself. He sent a 
paper, containing some original contri- 
butions to the study of heat and light, to 
a Dr. Beddoes, who, was at that time 
founding the Pneumatic Institution at 
Bristol, in which he hoped to examine 
the medicinal properties of the gases ; and 
this paper eventually led to Davy’s 
appointment in 1798 to take charge of the 
laboratory there 


LAUGHING GAS. 


He was soon at work on the gases. He 
found a method of purifying nitrous 
oxide (now used as an anesthetic by 
dentists), which had been discovered by 
Priestley in 1772, and, having inhaled 
sixteen quarts of it, he described its 
effect thus:—‘‘ This gas raised my pulse 
upwards of twenty strokes, made me 
dance about the laboratory as a madman, 
and has kept my spirits in a glow ever 
since.” Davy, at this time, had a large 
circle of friends about Bristol, including 
Southey, Coleridge, Tobin and the two 
Edgeworths, whom he induced to breathe 
the gas and record their sensations. 
Such a galaxy could not but make Davy 
and his discovery famous, and “ laughing- 
gas” threatened to oust alcohol from its 
position as a dispenser of intoxicating 

aiety among the fashionable people ol 

ngland. At the same time, Davy con- 
tinued to study the physiological 
properties of the gas, and he published a 
volume which dealt mainly with the 
chemistry of oxides of nitrogen in general, 
and laughing gas in particular. His 
success with nitrous oxide led him to try 
the effect of inhaling other gases. The 
experiment nearly led to fatal results, and 
he was obliged to take a holiday in 
Cornwall. 

Meanwhile, the Royal Institution had 
been founded in London by Count Ruin- 
ford “for diffusing the knowledge and 
facilitating the general and speedy intro- 
duction of new and useful mechanical in- 
ventions and impro nts; and also for 
teaching, by regula® courses of philo- 
sophical lectures aud experiments, the 
applications of the new disceveries 4p 
science to the improvement of arts and 
manufactures, and in facilitating the 
means of procuring the comforts and con- 
veniences of life.” Davy was invited by 
Rumiord to -eome -there -as assistant 
Lecturer in Chemistry and Director of the 
~ Laboratory, with the prospect of becoming 
sole Professor of Chemistry. He left the 
Pneumatic Institution and came to London 
in March, 1801. He delivered his first 
lecture in April before a very dis 
tinguished audience, and made such a 
favourable «impression. that he was pre- 
moted to the position of Lecturer im 
Chemistry in June. In July he was com- 
missioned' by ‘the managers of the 
Institution to give a series of lectures on 
the “Chemical Principles of the Art 
of Tanning”—a commission which he 
accepted, although he had never entered a 
tannery. The lectures were given in the 
following winter with much success. 


ELECTROLYSIS. 


The Royal Institution did not at first 
receive the measure of success which was 
anticipated for it, Rumford manage- 
ment was unpopular; powerful friends 
withdrew, and the subscriptions fell at an 
alarming rate. Davy, a young man of 
twenty-three, changed all this in one day. 
He delivered the i ral lecture of the 
session in Sensor 20k, and took as his 
subject the value of science as an agent 
for the improvement of society. His 
fame as a lecturer had spread. He was 
well known in fashionable circles for his 
discovery of “ pleasure-producing air. 
The recent scientific discoveries had given 
promise of great things to come, which, 
up to then, had shown no signs of 
fruition; and people were becoming 
anxious to know something of science. 
All these factors conspired to make the 
occasion proper, and Davy’s success was 
complete. Wealthy friends extended their 
patronage and their purses ; subscriptions 
soared; Davy’s subsequent lectures were 

ked, and the success of the Royal In- 
stitution was assured. When Rumford

on chlorine, took notes, and copied them 
out, well in a small vólume, which he sent 
to Davy as proof of his interest in science, 
together with a request for a position in 
the Royal Institution. Davy treated the 
request very kindly, saw Faraday, and, 
when a vacancy occ early in 1813, 
recommended him for the position; and, 
in due course, the managers appointed 
him. He was trained under Davy, was 
partly self-taught, and completely ful- 


vention of the miner’s safety-lamp. The 
increasing industrial activity of 
years of last century demanded a higher 
output of coal, and, as the pits became 
deeper and more numerous, accidents— 
chiefly explosions—became more frequent. 
A society was formed in 1813 to investi- 
gate the accidents and to propose 
remedies. Davy was consulted, and 
agreed to study the problem. Within 


which could be taken safely into explosive 
mixtures in the mines. His solution was 
very simple—the flame was completely 
surrounded with wire gauze. The ex- 
plosive mixture passed through the holes 
in it, and burnt inside, but no explosion 
passed outwards. The joy of the miners 
was overwhelming, and the mine-owners 
decided to make om a present, oí plate. 
Immediately a protest was made that it 
was George Stephenson, not Davy, who 
was the real inventor of the safety-lamp. 
The controversy raged for a long time and 
was fought out bitterly, but posterity has 
decided that Stephenson has no claim in 
respect of this invention, The plate was 
duly presented to Davy, and, after his 
death, it was melted down and nted 
to the Royal Society, to found an annual 
medal for “ the most important discovery 
in chemistry anywhere made in Europe or 
Anglo-America.”’ 


HONOURED IN IRELAND. 


Many honours were conferred on Davy. 
He was knighted in 1812, on the eve of 
his departure from the Royal Institution, 
and was elected President of the Royal 
Society in 1820, and held the chair till 
failing health compelled him to relinquish 
it in 1827. His advanced views on 
chemical subjects did not tend to make 
him popular with his fellow-workers in 
science, though few could resist the charm 
of his manner; and so academic dis- 
tinctions came not his way. However, on 
the occasion of his second visit to Ireland 
in 1811, to lecture before the Royal 
Dublin Society, the University of Dublin 
took the opportunity of conferring on him 
the degree of LL.D. It was in Ireland 
that he began to woo Mrs. Apreece, whom 
he aiterwards married, much to the satis- 
faction of his scientific frienfls in London. 
She was a wealthy lady, and it was 
thought that by her help the ladies of 
London might be interested in science. 

In 1823 Davy began to ail, and he spent 
most of the remaining years of his life in 
travelling on the Continent. His com- 
plaint was paralysis, which ultimatel 
rendered him completely helpless, thoug 
his mind remained active up to the last. 
He died at Geneva on the 20th May, 1829, 
and, at his own request, was buried in the 
cemetery there. His services to science 
were great, but the motive which inspired 
them was greater. When he was asked to 
take out a patent for the safety-lamp, he 
replied: ‘‘My good friend, I never 
thought of such a thing. My sole object 
was to serve the cause of humanity; and, 
if I have succeeded, I am amply rewarded 
in the gratifying reflection of having 
done so.”

power to digest, in graceful and per- 

suasive prose, the conclusions of the 
savants. 

Her first book of note was a work on the 
medisval town, but her name was made 
by “‘The Making and Undoing of Iie. 
land,’’ published a few years before the 
Great War. In this work she dealt with 
the period 1200-1600 A.D.—a period 
neglected and largely misunderstood 
before her hook appeared. In a series of 
essays on commerce, education, the towns, 
social life and so on, she drew a picture 
of late medieval Ireland that was full of 
novelty and fascination. 

It was characteristic of Mrs. Green’s 
devotion to her subject that she subsidised 
a special edition of this large and origin- 
ally expensive work, whereby students of 
Irish history were able to obtain it for 
the trifling sum of five shillings. 


Other Works. 


Another book, ‘‘ The Old Irish World,’’ 
which soon followed, was a collection of 
valuable essays; but it was only four 
years ago that Mrs. Green gave us her 
next important work. This was “A 
History of the Irish State to 1014.” It 
dealt in much the same way as “ The 
Making and Undoing’’ with ancient Ire- 
land.. That is to say, it dealt with 
aspects of history, political and social. 
instead of telling a story in chronological 
sequence. The importance of the work is 
that it embodied the new knowledge of 
the ancient period which has followed 
from the researches of Dr. Eoin Mac- 
Neill, and this set the whole subject in a 
fresh light. 

Mrs. Green closed this book with an 
account and estimate of Brian, Imperator 
Scotorum, and said that prepared 
material was lacking for a study of the 
period between Brian’s victory at Clon- 
tarf and the coming of the Anglo- 
Normans. I understand, however, tat 
she carried her work further in recent 
years, and I hope that all her remaining 
papers will be suitably edited and 
published. 


A 19th Century Cubist.

The six hundreth anniversary of the 
granting of a Royal Charter to Edinburgh 
is now being celebrated in Scotland with 
great éclat, and with it is being remembered 
the same anniversary .- the death of 
King Robert the Bruce, who granted the 
Charter in Cardross Castle on May 28th, 
1529, ten days before ie rá us to the 
dread disease of leprosy on June 7th. 
The nadir of Bruce’s fortunes was 
touched when he was forced to seek 
refuge in Rathlin Island, where is said 
to have taken place the episode which 
has made among the moral insects the 
persevering spider a serious rival to the 
industrious ant. Bruce rather emulated 
the web-weaving of the spider than his 
patience; for in the contests between 
Comyns, Baliol, and the English Crown 
for supremacy in Scotland, he appears as 
an unscrupulous and timeserving intriguer, 
and the whitewashing of his character by 
patriotic historians is the product, of his 
heroic success at Bannockburn, in 1314, 
which put him in the position of lord 
of the Gael and inspired in Ireland a 
dream of the Gaelic imperialism, 


Che Bruces in Ireland. 


Robert’s brother, Edward, is pursuance 
of the plan of a Gaelic League to over- 
throw English power, landed on the 
Antrim coast on May 25th, 1315. His 
success was such that he was crowned 
High King at Knockmeldon, near Dun. 
dalk. The following year Robert joined 
his brother and threatened Dublin. The 
citizens determined on keen resistance, 
eyed the weak s ots in their defences, and 
burnt Thomas street and St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral to deprive the enemy of 
advantage there. The Bruces lay about 
the hill of Castleknock. Bloody, but 
fruitless, skirmishes took place; but, 
having no siege ‘illery, and the citizens 
holding firm, the investment was speedily 
raised. From that moment the Gaelic 
cause declined until John de Berming- 
ham, who for this engagement is 
remembered in the name of the 
Bermingham Tower of the Castle, faced 
and defeated the Scots at Faughart on 
October 14, 1318. Here one John Malpas, 
knight, of Drogheda, seeking to rival the 
feat at Bannockburn cf “the fierce de 
Boune” of Scott’s poem, challeng~d 
Edward to combat, and, unlike de Boune, 
killed his man at the cost of his own 
life. That event, leaving the Scottish 
forces leaderless, decided the matter. 
Edward Bruce’s head was salted and sent 
to England. Scottish Ambassadors, 
unaware of his fate, were demanding the 
crown of Ulster for .im, when Edward 
IL, in malicious jest, caused the ghastly 
relic to be flung on the table before them 
as an answer. The Bruces had been led 
to expect the aid of Norman-Irish lords 
in their schemes. They, at first, were 
prepared to harass the Crown to any 
length, but grew lukewarm when they 
perceived that a Gaelic ascendancy 
might cost them their lands. Their 
desertion destroyed the Scottish hopes. 


“ ACuggers.” 


A friend of mine who spent many years 
in Australia tells me that in Northern 
Australia alligators are called ‘‘ muggers.’’ 
But in other parts of the country the 
name is applied to both crocodiles and 
alligators. They say, too, that the latter 
eat people, but that the former do not, 
and that if you come to a river full of 
these reptiles and are not quite sure which 
species it contains, just jump in. If you 
come out, the river is full of crocodiles; 
if you do not, it is inhabited by alligators! 


The Dublin Operatic Society. 


The Dublin Operatic Society, which is 
producing “The Barber of Seville’’ and 
“La Sonnambula’’ at the Olympia 
Theatre this week, in aid of Jervis Street 
Hospital, is to be congratulated on having 
for its chairman Mr. T. S. C. Dagg, 
who already has 
proved himself a 
fine organiser in 
many directions. An 
Irish hockey inter- 
national, he became 
President of the 
Irish Hockey Union 
for severa] years. In 
his student days in 
Trinity he was the 
Treasurer of the 
College Ch ot al 
Society and was 
recently elected a 
Governor of the 
Royal Irish Academy 
of Music. All his life Mr. Dagg has 
been a keen pedestrian, and, while having 
explored most of the beauty spots of his 
own country, he also has mastered many 
of the most difficult mountain passes of 
Switzerland and the Austrian Tyrol. His 
work with the Dublin Operatic Society 
has been largely instrumental in carrying 
it to its present point of success. For a 
society established under the conditions 
that surrounded the announcement of the 
Dublin Operatic Society needs not only 
an optimist, but a driving force which 
simply refuses to recognise obstacles, and 
these qualities Mr. Dagg possesses to an 
extent not given to many. Mr. Dagg also 
is one of the mainstays of the College 
Historical Society and of the. Trinity 
Boat Club at Island Bridge. |

The Meath County Council had twenty- 
seven applications to deal with when they 
met in Navan yesterday to elect two rate 
collectors—one for Oldcastle, in the Northern 
end of the city, and one for Dunshaughlin 
district, at the opposite end.

DEARTH OF ACCOMMODATION 


IN ROSCREA. 


Mr. T. F. Strahan, Free State Local

PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF 
BY-LAWS. 


Mr. Charles Greene, Inspector to the 
Ministry of Fisheries, and Mr, R, Southern, 
in the Cork Courthouse yesterday, held an 
inquiry into an application by the Cork 
Board of Fishery Conservators for a by-law 
prohibiting the possession or use of nets for 
the capture of salmon or trout in any — 
adjoining the fresh-water part of the River 
Lee. nother branch of the inquiry con- 
cerned the revoking or varying of existing 
by-laws and orders for the protection and 
ig, "Ag He of the fisheries of the river. 

r. Greene explained that the Cork Board 
of Fishery Conservators had applied to have 
extended to the upper waters of the Lee the 
provisions of the by-laws relating to posses- 
sion of nets in the tidal part of the river. 
Mr. Henry E. Donegan, solicitor, for the 
Conservators, stated that, as the law stood, 
a person might have a net for taking salfnon 
or trout in Fis house, or anywhere adjoining 
the river, but no prosecution could take place 
unless he was caught using it. At present 
a lot of netting was going on in the upper 
reaches of the river. The Conservators had 
expended a large sum of money in preserving 
this portion of the river, and desired to have 
a stop put to aill, 

Mr. 8. Haynes, Chairman of the Board 
of Conservators, spoke of the extent to which 
netting was practised. The Conservators 
knew where the nets were, but unless 
offenders were caught using them, nothing 
could be done. It was most important that 
the tributaries of the river should be pre- 
served, the Trout Anglers’ Associa- 
tion had been re-stocking the rivers and 
putting a lot of trout into them, which in 
a few years’ time would have grown to a 
considerable size. He had come across trout 
in the city markets with the marks of the 
nets on them. ‘The poachers had become 
very audacious within the past twelve 
months. The proposed by-law was the on¥ 
thing that would stop them. 

The Inspector said that he would ment 
to the Minister for Fisheries, and the Cop- 
servators might rest assured that he would 
give the matter his careful consideration.

Under the auspices of Aonach Tailteann 
and the “several Industrial Devel t 
Associations, a meeting was held in 
ie Hotel, Dublin, last night, to con- 
sidér the project of holding an exhibition 
of Irish manufactures at the Horse Show 
and Tailteann Games of 1931. 

The intention is to utilise all the 
now given over at Ballsbridge to Irish 
and outside manufactures for a display 
of Irish manufactures; and manufacturers 
in every county in Ireland are to be 
asked to give their support to the 
proposal. 


THE PROPOSAL. 


AN IMPORTANT STEP. 


Mr. J. J. Walsh, who presided, said that 
the meeting was convendit aS a consequence 
of the deputation representing the Industrial 
Development Associations and the Council of 
Son Tailteann, which waited on the 

ouncil of the Royal Dublin Society a fort- 
night ago, with request that the entire 
space of the Show grounds should be reserved 
for Irish manufactured goods during the 
Horse Show and the Tailteann Games ní 
1931. Those who spoke for the deputation 
had no hesitation in giving a guarantee that, 
if their request was conceded, no difficully 
would be experienced in having the whole 
space gg occupied for home and foreign 
products filled on this occasion by Irish 
exhibits. In the meantime the Council of 
Aonach Tailteann had received a communica- 
tion from the Royal Dublin Society asking 
for names of potential exhibitors. In view 
of the fact that outside the Department of 
Industry and Commerce no up-to-date list 
of manufacturers was uvailehis, and that 
even here information was confined to the 
twenty-six counties, it was deemed necessary 
to take this public occasion of notifyin 
manufacturers that when communicated wit 
on this subject in a few weeks’ time no one 
worthy of the namo should fail to give 
prompt approval and support to the:projected 
exhibition. 

This was one of the most important steps 
yet taken to stimulate the development of 
lrish manufactured goods. The manufacturers 
would have here during this fortnight one 
of the greatest rallying grounds for sight. 
seers in Europe. Apart from the steps es 
posed to be taken to bring the local public 
to the Show during the second week, which 
would be the first week of the games, they 
had cone the Horse Show Week the 
certainty of an enormous concourse of home 
and foreign visitors. The value to Irish 
goods that must accrue from such an exhibi- 
tion would be ditficult to estimate. The 
mind of the country was firmly set on the 
building up of an industrial fabric which, 
with absolute certainty, will one day bring 
ample employment and much prosperity ta 
their people. Already that upward trend: 
was evident, and by 1931 it looked as if 
many new industries would have been added 
to the list, 

CALL TO MANUFACTURERS. 

Hitherto it was a subject of common com- 
ment that during the Horse Show Irish goods 
were out of the picture. Thanks to the 
opportunity now proposed to be given by 
the progressive council. controlling this 
institution there was no longer justification 
for complaint, and in the name of that 
representative meeting he called upon every 
mauufacturer in Ireland to respond promptly 
to the invitation and book his space. 

They had it from a trustworthy source that 
the Shannon Board would erect a FAR 
demonstration on a considerable scale, an 
while the great majority of manufacturers 
would be confined to an exhibit of finished 
goods, there were many of the smaller and 
lighter types which could avail themselves 
of the Shannon Board facilities to contribute 
demonstrations on manufacture. 
SUGGESTED IRISH FAIR. 
Mr. L. Wickham, Treasurer of the Tail- 
teann Games, said that, following the success 
of the Tailteann Games in 1924, they were 
determined to organise an exhibition of home 
industries in that great home of industry, 
the Royal Dublin Society’s premises at Balls- 
bridge. They were out to help the manufac- 
turers, but they asked, in return for that, 
their co-operstion. He believed that if this 
matter were taken up seriously by the manu- 
facturers, of which there were eleven hun- 
dred, there was nothing to stand between 
them and success. If they were able to do 
this they might be able to establish an Irish 
Fair on the iines of the Leipzig Fair, which 
was held twice a year, and was such an asset 
to Germany. ; 
If they made a real endeavour to live 
within themselves they would have no un- 
employment, and could support at least three 
times the present population. 
MANUFACTURER'S VIEWS. 
Mr. Phelan, of the Irish Furniture Manu- 
facturers’ Association, said that they were 
in a hopeless position before the tax was 
imposed, and when the tariff was put on they 
were just as bad, until they started to show 
at Rallsbridge. Some people thought it un- 
wise to show, but, as an association, the 
furniture manufacturers had taken 250 feet at 
Ballsbridge, and they now had applications 
from furniture pie who had previously 
ignored the show. Personally they would not 
he out of Ballsbridge for anything. It was 
the best possible advertisement they cuuld 
have. The Spring Show was now nearly as 
good as the Horse Show, and the manufac- 
turer who did not try to be in an eighty 
thousand crowd was not doing himself jus- 
tice. 
Mr. Moore, Irish Woodworkers’ Union, 
said they had the right to ask their em- 
loyers, the manufacturers, to put their goods 
gi the country. He deprecated the prac- 
tice of Government representatives opening 
such fixtures as the Ideal Homes Exhibition, 
which was really a travelling tinkers’ show, 
which did not encourage Irish manufacture, 
Mr. Gallagher, Urney Chocolates, said that 
if something was not done quickly for Irish 
manufactures there would not be any one § 
Until the farmer had a home market he 
would get nowhere. The only way to save 
the farmer was to create a home market for 
him. 
Mr. Andrew O’Shaughnessy, Cork, said 
that this was a very necessary movement in 
the country. He represented three industries 
which would be represented at the fair. 
OUTSIDE MANUFACTURES. 
Mr. Charles McGloughlin suggested that 
some space should be left for foreign firms. 
He knew no Irish manufacturer whose goods 
could not be placed beside the goods any 
other country. Besides, Irish manufacturers 
might not be able to fill the grounds at 
Ballsbridge, 
The Chairman said that there were 1,100 
recorded industries in the 32 counties, and 
that number; they expected, would be larger 
by the year 1951. Only 200 exhibits were 
necessary to fill the available space at the 
last Horse Show, and two-thirds of these 
were foreign. There would be no difficulty 
about filling the available space. If there 
had been any question of having foreign 
goods exhibited he would not be present that 


night. i 
Mr. Shackleton promised support to the 
exhibition.

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The 
Society, at the aes meeting yesterday 


évening, Mr. M. D. Shaw presiding, 
alopted a resolution, viewing 
with _the increased rates, and the pro- 


spects of still further increased rates, which 
were already exorbitant and detrimental to 
the city’s industries. In view of the con- 
tinued failure to reduce the impost, the 
Society demanded the appointment of Com- 
missioners without delay. 

In moving the resolution, Mr. James Ray 
said that he was convinced that there could 
be no progress. in civic administration under 
the nt system. It was cumbersome, un- 
wieldy, and unable to accomplish what it set 
out to do, The existing impost was 22s. ód. 
in the pound, pre vend rate accounting for 
8s., which was inadequate, and he was in- 
formed that if the rate were struck it would 
be near thirty shillings. He reviewed what 
had been done by the Commissioner system 
in Dublin, Cork and Ennis and other places 
to reduce rates without impairing the public 
services. Limerick was admirably situated as 
an industrial and distributing centre, with u 
good harbour and railway and increasing 
‘bus services. 

Mr. P. O'Donovan, in seconding the motion, 
commended the views of Mr. Ray, and em- 
ins that if the city were to progress 
he Commissioner system was not only essen- 
tial but imperative 

Mr. A. E. Goodwin, supporting, said that, 
as a member of the Borough Council, he had 
realised that co-operation was absolutely 
powerless to reduce rates, and most of his 
colleagues held the same opinion. 

The Chairman observed that the Com- 
mittee of the Society had gone into the ques- 
tion. of retrenchment with the Corporation 
a few years ago, and found that, although 
willing to effect a saving, the Borough Coun- 
cil were powerless where agreement with re- 
gard to salaries and wages were concerned. 

Mr. Goodwin said that in regard to the 
reduction of salaries, the recommendation of 
the Corporation had been ejected by the 
Local Government Depuriment, and that 
being so the Council could not very well re- 
duce wages. 


DERRY COUPLE KILLED 
IN MOTOR ACCIDENT. 


MAGISTRATE AND UNCUT 
HEDGES. 


“That the deceased man was distinctly on 
his wrong side of the road ” was the state- 
ment made at Derry yesterday by Mr. Glass,

and his wife were the victims of a 
road accident near Eglinton on Whit Monday. 
hey were returning on a motor cycle com- 
bination from a picnic at Magilligan, when 
they collided with a motor driven by Craig. 
Mrs. Berry was killed instantly, and her 
husband died in the infirmary a few days 
later. 
Refusing informations in all cases, Mr. 
Glass said that Berry was distinctly on his 
wrong side of the road. He was sorry to 
have to express that opinion, but he must do 
so in justice to the accused man. Apart from 
that, the main cause of the accident was that 
the hedge was not cut. He would like to see 
legislation introduced making it compulsory 
on owners of hedges on side roads debouching 
on & main road to keep the fences rigidly cut. 
The enforcement of legislation should come 
before tribunals in which the welfare of the 
public would not be subordinated to con- 
sideration of any private nature. 


LIMERICK HORSE SHOW. 


LORD DUNRAVEN’S HOPE. 


The Earl of Dunraven presided at a large 
and representative meeting of the City and 
County Limerick people, held in the Chamber 
of Commerce, Limerick, yesterday afternoon, 
to promote the interests of the Limerick 
Horse Show, which is to be held on the 2ist 
and 22nd August next, after a lapse of many 
years. 

Lord Dunraven said that owing to the 
war and certain other causes the show had 
lapsed, but they were now quite confident 
that they should not only be able to revive 
it, but also to place it on a more satisfactory 
basis than it had hitherto occupied. The 
object of the meeting was mainly to obtain 
an expression of popular approval and 
sanction for the project. The times were 
propitious, as the country was very much 
more settled than it had been for a long 
time. 

Limerick, his lordship proceeded, was the 
headquarters of a well-known breeding centre, 
and was, in addition, celebrated for the pro- 
duction of cattle and dairy produce. It had 
been famous for breeding hunters, carriage 
and hackney horses, but it claimed to be a 
grees centre for the breeding of thorough- 
reds. Unfortunately, during the war the 
country was drained of its mares to a certain 
extent, but an effort was being made to raise 
an animal of a better type, and no better 
method of doing that could be adopted than 
y bringing the animals into the prize-ring. 
(Hear, hear.) 


SOME FAMOUS HORSES. 

In the County Limerick they possessed 
stud farms equal to any in the Kingdom, 
There was not a classic race throughout the 
length and breadth of the United Kingdom 
that had not been won by an Irish horse. 
They had the reputation of breeding five 
Derby winners, two of them being Galtee- 
more and Ardpatrick, bred and raced by the 
late Mr. John Gubbins, Bruree. Personally, 
if he expressed a modest wish, he hoped that 
in his own establishment at Adare would 
be produced a horse that would compare 
favourably with the great thoroughbreds of 
the past. (Hear, hear.) 

As the show would be held in August, 
the height of the tourist season, he had 
reason to believe that there would be a great 
number of people coming to this country 
from cross-Channel. As a director of the 
Great Western Railway, he was aware that 
the bookings were never so heavy. That 
was a g augury, and would be. of con- 
siderable financial benefit to Ireland. (Ap- 


plause. ) 

MAYOR'S PROPOSAL. 
The Mayor, having paid a tribute to the 
Earl of Dunraven for his spirited action in 
connection with the show, to which he had 
resented a challenge cup, proposed that the 
imerick Horse, Cattle, and Agricultural 
Show was worthy of the support of everyone 
interested in the development of agriculture 
in the South of Ireland.

THE MYSTERY OF THE FIRE. 

The circumstances under which the yacht 
went on fire remain a mystery. No trace of 
the owner’s dog has been found, but it is 
concluded that it met the same fate as its 
master, who, it was established at the 
inquest, was seen on board the yacht late on 
Saturday night. 

A piece o 
small portions of clothing, was found in a 
further search of the wreckage yesterday, 
was identified by Mr. James Keith McCarthv- 
Morrogh, of Coolgrena, Rushbrooke, County 
Cork, a son of the yacht-owner, as part of a 
coat which belon to his father. 

THE WRECK LIFTED. . 

Although the diver who made the discovery 
went down several times, nothing further was 
found. During the day the wreck was lifted 
by the dredger which arrived in the estua 
on Monday, and deposited on a sand-ban 
close to the shore. At low tide it would 
thus be possible to haul it ashore. 

The remains found on Monday were

removed, after the inquest yesterday evening, 
to the parish church, where they were 
received by the Rev. J. Sexton, C.C. The 


plate on the coffin bore the inscription :— 
“Denis James McCarthy-Morrogh, died 26th 
May, 1929, aged 58 years. R.1.P.'' 

Mr. McCarthy-Morrogh’s son, with Mr. 
Arthur Murphy, of Cork, a brother-in-law, 
and several inhabitants of Malahide, followed 
the motor hearse to the church. e coffin 
was borne into the church by men of the 
village.

alahide at 4.50 p.m. 


THE INQUEST. 

The next-of-kin were not legally repre- 
sented at the inquest. Superintendent 
O'Halloran, Balbriggan, and Sergeant Kenny, 
Malahide, represented the Civic Guard. 

The first witness to be called was the yacht- 
owner’s son, James Keith McCarthy-Mor- 
rogh, who said that he had been shown the 
remams found in the wreckage of the yucht. 
He had also seen portions of clothing that 
had been recovered by the diver in a further 
search that morning. While he failed to re- 
cognise parts of under-garments shown to him, 
he was satisfied that another piece of cloth 
was part of a brown coat. which belonged to 
his father, who was.a solicitor, aged fifty- 
eight years. 

! The Coroner—When did you see your father 
ast? 

The Witness—As far as I remember. lasi 
January. 

Was he then in good health? In fairly good 
health. i 

Superintendent O’Halloran—Did your father 
own this yacht? 

The Witness—To the best of my knowledge, 
he did. 

The Coroner—Was he competent to work a 


yacht? 
The Witness—Eminently competent. 
Superintendent O’Halloran—Was he in the 
habit of living in the yacht? Yes; for a long 
time past. 


BOATMAN'S EVIDENCE. 

Christopher Farrell, the boatman, said that 
he knew Mr, ‘Denis McCarthy-Morrogh, who 
came to Malahide on his yacht on Whit Sun- 
day evening. He had ‘been in touch with the 
achtsman several times during the week. 

e saw him last Saturday night at about ten 
o'clock beside The Green, near the bay, when 
they had a conversation. i 

The conversation concerned two yachts be- 
longing to Mr. McCarthy Morrogh—the Stella 
and the Teepnie-swhich were at Kingstown. 
The yacht-owner asked the witness to quote a 
price for them, After some further conversa- 
tion the witness did quote a price. 

The Superintendent—Did he ask you to 
take him over to his yacht? 

Farrell—He did not, but, as the slip was 
rather slippery, I thought it best to see him 
across 


Was he well able to converse? Yes; he 
knew what he was talking about. 
The witness went on to say that he accom- 
panied the owner on board the yacht, and 
they sat talking in the cabin for some time. 
At about midnight he told Mr. McCarthy- 
Morrogh that he would have to get back to 
the shore. They shook hands, and the wit- 
ness went back in the punt. 
Continuing, Farrell said that he was to go 
back in the punt the next morning. 

THE FIRE DISCOVERED, 
At about 5 o’clock in the morning he was 
awakened by Peter Dunne, who told him 
that there was a yacht on fire in the estuary. 
Og looking out he saw that it was 
Mr. McCarthy-Morrogh’s yacht. He had a 
Message sent to the Guards, and he and 
Dunne’s brother, Thomas, went out in thee 
punt, but could not get nearer to the yacht 
than ten yards. She was then a mass of 
fire—like a furnace. 
In reply to the Coroner, the witness said 
that there was a swing candle-lamp in the 
saloon in its usual place, on a bulkhead just 
on a level with the bed. This Mr. McCarthy- 
Morrogh lighted when they went down. 
The Coroner—Was there any other light? 
Farrell—None, except for a small electric 
torch, which the yacht-owner ignited wher 
we got on board to show us the way. There 
was another candle in a brass candlestick, 
but it was not lighted. 
In answer to a juror, Farrell said that, as 
far as he knew, Mr. McCarthy-Morrogh did 
not smoke. Once he declined a cigarefte 
which the witness offered him, saying that he 
had given up smoking for some time. 
Peter Dunne, Malahide, gave eviderice of 
seeing the yacht on fire about ten minutes 
to five on Sunday morning. It was a foggy 
morning, but he clearly saw a flame towards 
the bow of the vessel. The front portion 
then was burning fiercely, “~ 


THE SEARCH OF THE WRECK. 
Guard Mark Sharkey said that the fire was 
reported to him at about 5.15 am. He 
called other Guards, and they went down to | 
the shore. It was only a matter of minutes 
before the yacht sank. 

Guard J. J. Clarke said that he had been 
árd on the previous dav when the diver 
ad gone down and brought up the small 
portion of flesh and the íew charréd bones.

HUMAN REMAINS, 
Dr, Christopher Grimes, Malahide, said that.

of human remains. The main portion was a 
piece of flesh weighing half a pound, and was 
part of a human foot—the right foot. There 
were some bones which were very badly 
burned, but still retained their form, and part 
of a long hone, apparently that of a shin. The 
piece of flesh was extensively charred, but 
there was a small portion of skin left on the 
upper surface of the foot. | 
In reply to the Coroner, the witness said 
that the evidence of the bones was consistent 
with the theory that the man was burned on 
board the yacht. 
e Coroner—Do you think that he might 
have been suffocated first? 
Dr. Grimes—Yes. Apparently he was first 
suffocated and then burned. There was no 
reddening or blisters on the portion of the 
skin which remained. That went to show that 
the burn was post-mortem. 
CORONER’S ADDRESS. 

The Coroner, addressing the jury, said that 
it was a terribly sad case. They had got 
evidence from the son of Mr, MacCarthy- 
Morrogh identifying part of clothing found 
in the wreckage of the yacht as belonging 
to his father, so that the jury would have no 
difficulty in finding that the yacht.owner Jost 
his life in the fire.

Quis Custodiet ? 


Such words as “bloody”’ and “damn”’ 
are strange to these columns, and readers 
may have been startled by their appear- 
ance yesterday in our report of the 
Leitrim-Sligo election campaign. We 
admitted them deliberately, as text for a 
protest which, in our judgment, public 
decency demands. They were used—and 
not once only—by a deputy of the Free 
State Parliament in the course of abusive 


exchanges with a member of a rival party. 


Perhaps, he will plead the excuse that 
such words are commonplaces of the 
arena. Since the Free State was founded 
her standards of political manners have 
been lamentably low. The dignity of 
freedom, the possession of a Parliament 
that ranks, constitutionally, with the 
highest in the world, have produced no 
corresponding elevation of speech or 
behaviour. To-day, after six years of 
responsibility, Dáil Eireann still tolerates, 
almost daily, the manners of the public- 
house bar. Members hurl insults at one 
another; the most agrestic forms of 
buffoonery are accepted as wit—in a 
country that once had a character for 
wit—and the barbs of attack and retort 
are pointed with scurrilous terms. The 
word “damn” has free entry to the

The conference of the Little Hntente at 
Belgrade, which has just come to an end, 
has resulted in a re-affirmation’ of the 
solidarity of this important body. ‘After 
the war Yugo-Slavia, Czecho-Slovakia and 
‘Rumania formed themselves into the 
Little Entente for purposes of self- 
defence. It was founded as a stabilising 
force in Central Europe, and there is no 
doubt that it served a very useful purpose 
in those stormy days. The Entente was 
supported — indeed, was — invented — by 
France, whose interests demanded ‘stable 
conditions in that part of the world, and 
ever since it came into being the Quai 
d’Orsay has regarded it as one of the chief 
props of French foreign policy in Europe. 
For a time the three Powers of the Little 
Entente acted rather foolishly towards 
their neighbours. They cut themselves off 
entirely from Austria and Hungary, with 
the result that very bad bleod was created 
among the Danubian States. Of -recent 
years, however, there has been a distinct 
improvement. Economic forces have been 
at work. Trade restrictions have been 
modified, if not iemovéd altogether. 
Attempts have been made to repair 
previous errors and to. create a better 
atmosphere in Central Europe, and, 
although the situation still leaves much 
to be desired, it is 1 ore favourable from 
every point of view than it was three or 
four years ago. 

Under the tutelage of France the con- 
stituent States of the Little Entente have 
become formidable. Powers. France has 
made them loans for the purpose of 
armaments, and French officers. have 
acted as military advisers to their 
armies. Naturally, this condition | of 
affairs has provoked retaliation. Yugo- 
Slavia, being the most powerful member 
of the Little Entente, has become the 
spearhead of French policy in the 
Adriatic and the Balkans, wit: the 
inevitable result that Italy has become 
suspicious. Feeling between France and 
Italy has been somewhat strained since the 
seizure of power by the Fascist Govern- 
ment; and, some time ago, Signor 
Mussolini decided to form a counter bloc 
to the Little Entente—to which end he 
began to cultivate intimate relations with 
Hungary and Poland. Hungary has a 
distinct grievance against Rumania for 
the loss of Transylvania and the treat- 
ment of the Magyar minority in that 
area, and she is angry with France for 
the support which the latter has given to 
Rumanian policy. Although no formal 
alliance has been made, there is every 
reason to believe that Signor Mussolini 
will succeed in the formation of a second 
group in Central Europe; and, if he can 
win Poland to his side, he will have scored 
a real triumph of diplomacy. 

Poland since the war has been the 
pampered child of France, but in 
politics gratitude plays a minor part. 
If Poland believes that she can gain 
more by alliance with Italy, she 
will not have the least scruple in 
deserting France, and events seem to be 
moving swiftly in that direction. Italy, 
Hungary and Poland all are Roman 
Catholic States—a fact of which Signor 
Mussolini may be trusted to take the 
fullest advantage. If he can weld them 
into an alliance, he will have discovered 
a highly effective reply to the Little 
Entente, even with France at its back. 
All experience teaches that when two rival 
groups of peoples are formed they come 
sooner or later into sharp opposition. 
When the League of Nations was estab- 
lished there was a hope that the bad, old 
system of alliance and counter-alliance 
would disappear; and, so far as the big 
Powers are concerned, it has been realised 
partially. So soon, however, as the smaller 
Powers begin to range themselves in 
opposing camps their bigger brethren will 
not be long behind them. . At present the 
two great influences in Continental Europe 
are France and Italy. In the background

Safety at Sea. 


The International Conference on Safety 
at Sea is sitting in London: Fifteen 
years have passed since the last confer- 
had appalled the world, and the conference 
concerning the life-saving appliances 
carried’ aboard passenger. ships. Upon 
the Titanic, when she struck the ice-floe, 
there had been 2,201 persons. Her boats 
could accommodate only 1,178 persons and 
in the event only 652 were saved. Not un- 
naturally, a’ popular demand was excited 
for international. action to oblige all 
passenger ships to carry sufficient 
boats for all the passengers and 
crew, and the International ‘Conference 
made’ provision accordingly. Experience 
since 1914, however, has shown that even 
this rule is insufficient to ensure safety ; 
for, where boats are not readily available 
for launching, they become a source of 
danger rather than of security. A state- 
ment which has been issued by this year’s 
Conference recommends a number of re- 
fornts. It is proposed that rules shall be 
made to ensure that all boats carried shall 
be readily launched, and that provision 
shall be made of buoyant appaiatus to 
which persons can cling in the event of 
the sinking of the ship beicre boats can 
be floated. The Conference considers that 
where large numbers of lifeboats are 
carried, one or more should be moter 
boats with ‘‘ wireless’’ installations and 
searchlights. Regular musters of crews 
for boat drill are recommended, and it is 
proposed that a uniform emergency signal 
for the summoning of passengers to muster 
stations shall be arranged by inter- 
national agreement. Rules for the carry- 
ing of fire-extinguishing apparatus, which. 
were drawn up by convention in 1914, 
were framed with reference to coal-burning 
ships. The advent of the oil-using ship 
has made desirable a new series of rules. 
Provision now must be made for the 
‘‘ blanketing’’ of fire by means of froth, 
foam or carbon dioxide. 


GIFTS FOR EDINBURGH 
UNIVERSITY. 


£55,000 FOR MEDICAL 
BUILDINGS. 


Intimation has been made to the Edin- 
burgh University Court that financial assist- 
ance for the proposed internal reconstruction 
of the medical buildings at Teviot place, 
Edinburgh, will include gifts of £20,000 from 
the trustees of the late Sir William Dunn 
and £35,000 from the Rockefelier Foundation, 
making in all £55,000... This, along with 
other money available, now secures the carry- 
ing out in its entirety of a scheme whereby 
the buildings, which were erected in 1880, 
will be reconstructed to bring them into 
conformity with the requirements of modern 
teaching and research. 

The external aspect of the buildings, which 
were designed by the late Sir Rowand 
Anderson, will remain unaltered. The work 
is to be undertaken during the summer vaca- 
tion. 

Certain portions of the reconstructed build- 
ings will be associated with the name of 
Sir William Dunn, in recognition of the 
generous gifts from his estate.

Such language 
does not appear in the worst book that 
ever escaped censorship; yet the very 
Parliament that proposes a censorship of 
books refuses, for the discouragement of 
a revolting evil, to put a bridle on its 
own tongue. In the next place, the 


| coarseness and vulgarity of political dis- 
| cussion injure the Free State in the 


world’s eyes and fill her best sons with 
shame on her account. Finally, they 
degrade the native profession of politics— 


| with two mischievous results. These are 


the natural reluctance of cultivated men 
to offer themselves for Parliament, and a 
growing dislike, and even contempt, 


| among the educated classes, for all the 


noisy and ill-bred activities of Free State 
politics. We do not doubt that the low 
standard of political life, the insistence 
on. stale controversies, the monotonous 
exchanges ‘of abuse are. responsible, in 
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Yesterday the City of Edinburgh 
celebrated the six hundredth anniversary 
of the grant of its charter by King Robert 
the Bruce, and we may be sure that there 
was no other King of Scotland from whom 
the citizens would have preferred to receive 
it. This auspicious occasion was com- 
memorated by the unveiling of two 
statues—one to King Robert, and the 
‘other to his forerunner, Sir William 
Wallace. The story of the dramatic meet- 
ing between these two, in which Bruce, 
upbraided by Wallace from the other side 
of a stream, was moved to abjure his 
allegiance to Eing Edward in order to 
undertake the salvation of his country, 
may not be authentic. It is, however, 
more agreeable than the, perhaps, more 
hirtorical statement that Bruce’s conver- 
sion was due to the awkward position in 
which he found himself after the murder 
of the Red Comyn. Yet there is no doubt 
that, if Wallace had not created a national 
sense in a society partly tribal and partly 
feudal, Bruce never would have been able 
to make Scotland truly a nation. Almost— 
to use a sporting parallel from Rugby 
football—one may compare them with 
Kershaw and Davies. Their work was 
interdependent, and without the other's 
that of neither would have fructified. 
Wallace had raised the nation, and Bruce, 
more exalted in birth, was able to make 
the unruly Scottish nobility espouse the 
national cause. Wallace was the greater 
man, but on such an occasion as .this 
comparisons are more than usually odjous, 
Across the lapse of time the three. pro- 
tagonists—Wallace, Bruce and Edward 
Plantagene!—stand out as great men whom 
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to-day all must admire. Every one «fthem

Mr, James Quigley, Chief Engineering In- 
spector of Roads, Local Government Depart- 
ment, held an inquiry at the Wexford Council 
offices on Tuesday into the application of 
the Wexford County Council for an order 
preventing the driving of mechanically-pro- 
pelled vehicles in Main street, Wexford. 

Mr, M. J. O'Connor, soliciter, for the 
Corporation, intimated that that body would 
modiiy thai application for the order which 
was made through the County Council to 
have the use of mechanically-propelled 
vehicles prohibited on the Main street from 
6 p.m. till midnight on Saturdays. 

r. J. Elgee, solicitor for Wexford County 
Council, said that that was the first that 
they had heard of the modification of the 


appligation. 


A FIASCO. 

The Inspector said that he wanted to make 
it clear that the County Council or their 
officials wero not responsible for the fiasco 
with which the inquiry was faced by the 
modification of the Corporation’s attitude. 
The order for the prohibition of the traffic 
as now sought could have been obtained 
otherwise than by a formal inquiry such as 
that. It did not seem very consistent for 
the Corporation to back out of their request 
at the last moment. 

Mr. O'Connor said that it was only on 
Saturday Jast that he came to have anything 
to do with the inquiry, and on that day, 
after consultation with the Civic Guards they 
decided to make the smallest application 
possible. He agreed with Mr. Elges that 
ihe County Council should have been notified 
ol the change. 

MAYOR'S STATEMENT, : 

Alderman Corish, T.D., Mayor, said tha 
it was not fair to suggest that the whole 
expense of the inquiry would fall on the 
(County Council, as he made it clear to the 
latter body that the Corporation would bear 
their share, and it was only fair also to state 
that an inquiry into another matter was 
being held that day too. 

Proceeding, the Mayor stated that the 
Corporation were forced to take steps to deal 
with motor traffic in consequence of the com- 
plaints of the citizens, and in order to relieve 
the eongestion which .existed in various parts 
of the main street, especially on Satur- 
day nights. In view of the danger of 
accidents, the Corporation felt that it was 
their bounden duty to make representation 
to the County Council. The Corporation 
were anxious to facilitate traders and shop- 
keepers in their business, but with the 
positive danger, to pedestrians, they had 
found it necessary to take some action. 

Mr. James J. O’Connor, solicitor, on behalf 
of certain traders, withdrew their opposition 
to the original application in view of its 
modification, 

Mr. W. E. Godfrey, solicitor (Messrs. 
Huggard, Brennan, and Godfrey), opposed 
the amended application on behalf of other 
traders.

FIRST RIVERBED 


TYPE. 


The human skeleton found by three men 
who were cutting turf on Stoney Island , 
about two miles from Portumna, near Loug 
Derg, is believed to be the only one of that 
specimen of human remains ever found in 
Ireland. The skeleton was found resting on 
the original surface; with fourteen feet of 
bog on top. i 

rofessor Shea, Galway University College, 
has pronounced them to a riverbed 
skeleton of early Neolithic, or possibly of 
Paleolithic, man. It is the first specimen of 
riverbed type found in Ireland. The teeth 
in the skull were perfect. 

The remains are those of a man, about 
five feet five’inches in height. At the place 
where the remains were found there was also 
d charcoal, showing that a fire had 
been kindled there at some period. 

The remains are now in the possession of

HOPEFUL OUTLOOK IN DERRY. 


At the annual meeting of Derry Chamber 
of Commerce, Mr. William M. Irons (Presi- 
dent) in the chair, the annual report—the 
forty-fourth—stated :—‘‘We have confidence 
in the trade revival which has so long proved 
elusive, and one of the most promising 
features of this is the absence of trade 
| disputes. It is being realised that production 
is not alone sufficient, but that distribution, 
salesmanship, advertising, personal repre- 
sentation and scientific methods are going to 
be some of the main factors in stimulating 
business, provided that the goods offered are 
up to standard. The spirit of determination 
and tenacity, so characteristic of our people, 
will eventually triumph by paying more 
attention to details and organisation. The 
great national problem to-day is the 
serious nature of the unemployment situation, 
which constitutes a heavy burden.” 

The report went on to deal with the 
activities of the Chamber for the year, and 
on the subject of the shirt and collar indystry 


stated : 

a the year the shirt trade showed 
a ee om improvement over the previous 
year. Cotton remained fairly steady, but 
the expected improvement in trade on that 
ecore was not fully realised. The shippi 
trade was fairly good, although competition 
with Colonial manufacturers is becoming 
keener as the years da. 

““ Competition from English and Scotch firms 
still remains keen; but ers of better-class 

, for which Derry is famous, must come 
ere for their supplies. must see to it 
that this stand is maintained. It is her 
best weapon in meeting competition; although 
price also is a great factor. tail enters 
greatly into the manufacture of shirts and 
collars to-day. Customers are increasingly 
demanding goods to be made to their own 
specification. As a result, the day of the 
large wholesale order is past.

ood; t ear has opened up well, and the 
ope of ail manufacturers is that it may 
continue.’ 

In.moving the adoption of the annyal report 
and financial statement for the past year, 
Mr. Irons said that, Pe ey Ragnar rarer and 
trading had, on the whole, been satisfactory, 
they had to bear a share of the burden of 
unemployment. 

“ We are living in the hope, however, he 
went on, ‘“‘that we may see the man-power 
of our country gradually absorbed into em- 
ployment. 

““In this connection we are pleased to know 
that the numbers of unemployed workers in

DONEGAL JUSTICE'S 
STATEMENT. 


At Raphoe District Court yesterday Justice 
O'Hanrahan said that he had been requested 
by the All-Ireland Donkey Protection 
Society to present the Society’s certificate to 
Guard Beirne, of the Convoy Civic Guard 
Station, for his humane efforts in the pro- 
tection of those much abused animals in 
Ireland, donkeys. He utilised the oppor- 
tunity to enter a protest on his own behalf 
and on behalf of his coll s throughout 
the country against certain ill-informed stric- 
tures made by members or supporters of the 
kindred society, the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, upon district 
justices for their alleged leniency in the 
enforcement of the Protection of Animals 
Act, and against their enforced attempts to 
bring moral pressure to bear upon the justices 
so as to influence them in the discharge of 
their duty under that’ Act. 

If these good people of whom he com- 
plained gave hini a certain amount of credit 
for consideration for these poor dumb animals, 
they would not be led away into those 
foolish observations which from time to time 
were made in the Press. Amid laughter he 
said that he would consider whether it would 
be possible to form a Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to District Justices. Those 
who knew his views on the protection of poor 
dumb animals knew how he felt on any in- 
justice done to them. 


LOST HER TEMPER. 


WOMAN WHO ATTACKED 
RELIEVING OFFICER. 


A Drogheda relieving Officer who was 
assaulted “a a woman to whom he refused to 
give home assistance summoned his assailant 
to the Drogheda District Court yesterday, 
when the woman was fined. 6d., with 2Ós. 
costs. 

Mathew Kavanagh, the home assistance 
officer, swore that he was paying out relief 
at the dispensary on April 17 last, when Mrs. 
Bridget Smith approached him and asked him 
for relief. He told her that he could not give 
her any relief. that week, as her husband was 
working, and Mrs. Smith then struck him on 
the face twice and scattered money and 
papers on the floor. He had to seek the 
assistance of the Guards to have her removed. 
On three previous occasions witness had to 
call in the Guards over the same woman. 

The defendant said that she had six hungry 
children waiting for food. She lost her 
temper when Mr. Kavanagh told her that he 
would not give her any relief. She struck him 
with a book, but not on the face. It must 
have been the baby she had in her arms that 
struck him on the face. (Laughter.) 

Cross-examined by Mr. Daniel O'Connell, 
solicitor (for the coinplainant), defendant said 
that she had a bad temper, but never vented 
it on anyone but Mr. Kavanagh, who “ had 
great spite in for her.” She had seen another 
woman with a hold of him by the throat. 
(Laughter. ) 

Justice Conner told the defendant that it 
was a very serious matter, as public officials 
had to be protected in the discharge of their 
duty. He asked Mr. O'Connell what remedy 
he wanted. 

Mr. O’Connell said that on that occasion he 
did not want to ask the Justice to send the 
woman to jail, although his instructions were 
to press the case. 

e Justice fined the woman as stated, and 
allowed her six weeks to pay the fine and 
costs.

FINANCIAL © DIFFICULTIES. 


The financial difficulties of the Granard 
Urban Council were discussed at a special 
meeting of that body last Monday night. 
Recently, owing to the fact that the striking 
of the rate was a year and a half in arrears, 
an order was made that the Free State 
Minister for Local Government be regnested 
to de-urbanise the township, but the Minis- 
ter replied that he could not do so until 
the arrears were collected, and not sooner 
than the end of the present financial year.

CHANGES IN REGULATIONS. 


The Department of Agriculture directs the 
attention of intending entrants to certain 
changes in the regulations governing the 
next egg-laying competition at the Munster 
Institute, Cork. Owing to the number of 
entries for recent competitions being in 
excess of the accommodation available, the 
ne have made provision for twenty 
additional pens for the forthcoming test. 

The competition will include three open 
sections for (a) any non-sitting breed; (b) 
white wyandotte; and (c) any sitting breed 
other than white wyandotte. Three ad- 
ditional corresponding sections will be con- 
fined to holders of egg distributing (hen and 
duck) stations in the Irish Free State in 
1929. Station-holders will not, however, be 
allowed to compete in the open sections with 
the pen entered for competition in confined 
sections, but may enter a second pen in one 
of the open sections on payment of the re- 
quired fee. 

A special grade for eggs is being intro- 
duced in the pullet section, and the minimum 
weight limits for first and second grade eggs 
in the duck section have been increased. 
During this competition the Department 
hopes to be in a position to furnish each 
competitor at the end of each four-week 
aige with a record of each pen for that 

riod.
